Aug. 20 (AP)—Diplomats here 
say it is possible to create an 
authority similar to a United 
Nations specialized agency to 
operate the Suez canal under | 
Egyptian ownership. 
These diplomats, who de-) 
_clined to be quoted by name, | 
said the Suez canal sooner or 
later would be a case for the 
U.N. They said it was unfor- 
tunate the issue was not put 
before the U.N. at the start. 
Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold, who discussed the 
Suez crisis with Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles last 
week. is watching developments 
closely. It is not expected the 
issue will be put before the 
UN. until the regular General 
Assembly meets Nov. 12, but 
the diplomats here already are 
preparing for debate. 
Dulles and French Foreign 
Minister Christian Pineau have 
suggested in London the crea- 
tion of a Sugz authority or 
organization associated with the 
U.N. They did not spell out 
their idea, but informants here 
sav such an organization might 
be similar to a U.N. specialized 
agency. Such an organization 
has its own budget. governing 
body and constitution, but it 
makes regular reports to the 
U.N 
There is speculation that a 
Suez canal authority could be 
set up to guard against aggres- 
sion or misuse of the canal. 
Egypt would retain canal own- 


ership and control, and the 
authority would advise Cairo on 
operation 

There is a precedent—in the 
atomic field—for this system 
Plans are under way here to 
create in October an atoms-for- 
peace authority to supervise 


and mgke effective President 
Eisenhower's proposals for 
using the atom for peaceful 
purposes 

This atoms-for-peace agency 
will be similar to a specialized 
agency. It is not likely to own 
any nuclear energy directly but 
will supervise distribution from 
the “have” countries to the 
“have not” countries requesting 
it 

In the same way, the Suez 
authority would not control the 
canal but would assist in its 
operation and primarily would 
be interested in seeing it is kept 
open. If it is shut at any time 
by Egypt or any other power, 
the authority could ask the 
U. N. quickly for help, with 
some prospect of getting it. 


STATE’ YOUTH AUTHORITY | 
URGED FOR DELINQUENTS 


Missouri needs a state-wide 
“youth authority” to handle all 
problems relating to juvenile 
delinquency, Dr. Clement Mi- 
hanovich, head of St. Louis 
University’s sociology depart- 
ment, declared yesterday in a 
talk on KMOX., 

Such an independent author- 
ity, responsible only to the Gov- 
ernor, would handle all offend- 
ers from the age of 8 through 
20 years. It would have a staff 
of trained social workers who 
could aid individual communi- 
ties in setting up individual pro- 
grams to help youth. It would 
also centralize responsibility 
now divided among many 
sources, Mihanovich pointed out 

Publisher Richard H. Amberg 
of the Globe-Democrat said 
newspaper publicity could serve 
a useful purpose by helping 
make an example, particularly 
of those who commit heinous 
crimes. Mihanovich challenged 
this, saying publicity is often 
the goal of many young offend- 
ers. “Newspapers have a duty 
to discuss constructive measures 
to combat delinquency, as well | 
as to avoid prejudging cases,” 
he declared. 


SUIT OF MOBERLY NEGRO 
TEACHERS BEING HEARD 


Trial of an injunction and 
damages suit by eight Negro 
teachers of Moberly, Mo., al- 
Jeging racial discrimination on 
the part of the Moberly. school 
district, began in the court of 
United States District Judge 
Roy W. Harper today. 

The teachers were dropped 
after Moberly ended racial seg- | 
regation in its schools last year. 
They sought $4000 damages each 
and an injunction to restrain 
the school district from prac- 
ticing what they contended was 
discrimination. 

The first witness, Ralph Wal- 
lace, who was president of the 
Moberly Board of Education 
when it was decided not to re- 
hire the Negroes and three 
white teachers, testified that 
there was no cogsideration of 
race in the decision. The suit 
was filed at Hannibal but trans- 
ferred here since Judge Harper 
is the only judge in this federal 
district who is sitting at this 
time.

T THIS ULTRAHARMONIOUS national political assembly,

He has given at least some 
substance to the fiction that 
this cut-and-dried affair is an 
“open” convention. In reality 
the delegates are completely 
free to renominate President 
Eisenhower and Vice President 
Nixon after approving the party 
platform written by the resolu- 
tions committee under White 
House supervision. 

The President's special ad- 
viser on peace problems, on a 


four-weeks’ political leave of | 


absence, confided to his several 
television audiences yesterday 
that his own candidate for the | 
second spot on the ticket, Gov. | 
Christian A. Herter of Massa- | 
chusetts, has a 50-50 chance of | 
replacing the entrenched Nixon. 

Message Misses Delegates. 

His earnest delivery may have 
impressed his audiences, but 
his message evidently did ‘not 
reach the delegates here, vir- 
tually all of whom are expected 
to confirm the selection of Nix- 
on by Republican National 
Chairman Leonard W. Hall. | 

Stassen called on his listeners 
to telegraph their respective | 
state delegations that Nixon’s | 
name on the ticket would cost 
the President “millions of 
votes.” But the convention man- 
agerg,'whose business it is know 
about such things, say that the 
Stassen “crusade” has had no 
measurable effect on the dele- 
gates. 

These “insiders” are debating 
whether they shall have Nixon 
renominated by acclamation, as 
he was four years ago and as 
the President is scheduled to be 
this year, or to have token op- 
position by placing of several 
names in nomination so that 
Nixon will get nearly all the 
votes. 

Herter Will Withdraw. 

Herter, who will make the 
nomination speech for Nixon 
at Chairman Hall's request, has 
announced he wil] ask Repre- 
sentative Joseph W. Martin Jr. 
of Massachusetts, the conven- 
tion's permanent chairman, to 
withdraw his name so that no 
formal nominating speech can 
be made for himself.

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One Question, Several Answers 

As the Republican national convention gath- 
ered in San Francisco's Cow Palace for its open- 
ing session, everyone was asking the same ques- 
tion: Why is President Eisenhower changing his 
schedule so as to arrive a day early? 

The official answer is that the President wants 
to reach the conventjon city Tuesday instead of 
Wednesday so he may receive as many party 
leaders and delegates as possible. This answer 
is set in the context of Mr. Eisenhower as the 
party head who is eager to generate enthusiasm 
for the coming campaign. 

Another answer is that the President wants 
to reassure a large number of people concerning 
his health. This answer recognizes the fact that 
as more people talk with him the more word 
will be spread in different parts of the country 
that the President is getting along all right and 
that no voter needs to fear to mark a ballot for 
him. 

Still another answer is that Mr. Eisenhower is 
arriving early because his presence in the con- 
vention city of itself will add interest to the 
cut and dried proceedings. This answer amounts 
to an acceptance of the fact that popular inter- 
est lags when the decisions are made in advance, 

Quite a frequent speculation is that the Presi- 
dent is planning to counter the open Democratic 
convention in which the delegates at Chicago 
first nominated Adlai E. Stevenson over the all- 
out opposition of the Truman-Harriman forces 
and then nominated Senator Estes Kefauver 
over the behind-the-scenes opposition of the top 
Democratic leaders in Congress, Speaker Ray- 
burn and Senate Majority Leader Johnson, both 
of Texas. 

This answer holds out the possibility of some 
move on the part of the President in the direc- 
tion of a seemingly free choice for the vice presi- 
dential nomination. If there is no move of this 
kind, then the renomination of Vice President 
Nixon will be automatic and the delegates op- 
posed to him will have little opportunity to ex- 
press themselves. 

Whatever the answer, there is little doubt 
that Adlai Stevenson’s popular move at Chicago 
has created somewhat of a defensive atmosphere 
in San Francisco. The problem is how to do 
something about it without making the situation 
still more awkward with respect to the Nixon- 
Stassen controversy. 

The presence of the President's warm person- 
ality may not produce the solution but it reas- 
sures the delegates who must scratch their heads 
about it.

Moving Traffic in the County 

The first step has been taken toward trans- 
forming the proposed metropolitan master traf- 
fic control plan from blueprints to reality. A 
committee of nine outstanding St. Louis counti- 
ans has been named by Council Chairman 
Carey to see what can be done about putting 
the plan in effect in the county. 

This will take some doing. Before the plan 
can produce much in the way of improvement 
in traffic flow outside the city limits, the dozen 
or so county municipalities lying astride the 
city-county line will have to adopt it. Eventually 
every community east of Lindbergh ought to 
follow suit. 

But these things never take care of themselves, 
and that is where the new committee has a very 
special responsibility. Unless a few dedicated 
people keep the pressure on, nothing much ever 
happens. It may be a while before the streets 
are clear from the levee to Lindbergh, but if 
the committee works at it there is no doubt the 
problem can be licked. 
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Old People in Fire Traps 


A shameful indictment of Missouri's treat- 
ment of its elderly citizens comes out of the 
«ondemnation of two unlicensed rooming houses 
on West Pine boulevard. These old three-story 
buildings were found to be serious fire hazards, 
with faulty electric wiring, inadequate fire es- 
capes, and uncharged fire extinguishers. These 
and other hazards had not been corrected 
though the city authorities had served warning 
about them a year ago. 

The indictment of Missouri's neglect is made 
by Miss Dorothy Stauffer, director of social 
services for City Hospital. She says Mis- 
souri is creating a market for rooming houses 
of this nature, and driving unfortunates into 
them, by providing only $55 a month in old-age 
benefits. It is impossible to obtain “decent, safe 
and adequate” room and board at that figure, 
since the going rate is $125, Miss Stauffer 
declares. 

Missouri is one of a minority of states which 
are spending relatively too much money on old- 
age benefits and yet providing too small a 
monthly income to its unemployable old people. 
The reason for this discrepancy is that much of 
the money is being wasted. It is being spent on 
elderly persons who should be supported in part 
or in whole by their relatives or by their es- 
tates. After their deaths, relatives share the 
money—in effect, the state's money. 

Most states have enacted laws to prevent that 
abuse of the old-age benefit system. These are 
known as lien-recovery or relative-responsibility 
laws. The amounts paid out by the state are 
made a lien on the estates of the recipients. 
For some years now efforts have been put forth 
to enact such a law in Missouri, but so far un- 
successfully. With an equitable lien law, the 
state should be able to increase its monthly pay- 


ments to old people to some extent without in- 


creasing the aggregate outlay. It may then cease 


driving its helpless senior citizens into fire- 


traps like those which have experienced tragic, 
pitiful disasters in several parts of the country.

Few Surprises 


Democratic document is much too long and not greatly inspired; 
civil rights plank fails to achieve real meeting of minds but 
temptation to back farm nostrums was resisted; new stand on 
trade pacts rings strangely, nominee to make it meaningful.

The pledges made in party platforms 
—both party platforms—have so fre- 
quently been broken or ignored that 
what is said (‘usually in too many 
words) in these quadrennial declara- 
tions is now viewed with more than a 
little skepticism. 

Nevertheless, the party platform has 
its points of interest and importance. It 
indicates the general drift of party sen- 
timent. It points, through its omissions 
and evasions, to still unresolved con- 
tradictions in party myn It some- 
times serves as a goad to lagging party 
conscience. 


. 
It has been.evident for many months 


that the chief problem for the Demo- 
crats this year would be the question 
of civil rights. The Southern wing of 
the party has been traditionally opposed 
to what it regards as Federal encroach- 
ment in this field. The Northern wing 
has wanted a forthright statement in 
favor of Federal action. 

It was inevitable, unless the party 
was to be torn apart, that a compro- 
mise be reached. To achieve such a 
compromise was the work of many 
hours in committee and much experi- 
mentation in semantics, 

As approved by the convention, the 
the platform pledges action, but not 
specifically federal action, to secure 
the right to equal opportunity for 
employment and to protect all citizens 
in the exercise of their rights. It also 
promises “full rights to education in 
publicly supported schools,” but not 
necessarily nonsegregated schools. 


It notes that the Supreme Court's de- 
cisions are the law of the land and 
makes the entirely factual and certain- 
ly noncommittal ‘comment that they 
“have brought consequences of vast im- 
portance.” To this it adds that “we re- 
ject all proposals for the use of force” 
—but who, really, is proposing to use 
force?—‘to interfere with the orderly 
determination of these matters by the 
courts.” 


It remains to be seen whether both 
wings of the party can be reconciled 
to going along with this, but it would 
be folly to believe in any case, that the 
language thus achieved indicates a gen- 
ulne meeting of minds on this long 
vexatious problem or any real diminu- 
tion of the intraparty disagreement in 
this area. 

Like all party platforms, both Demo- 
cratic and Republican, this one has 
much to say about the iniquities of the 
opposition in its handling of both for- 
eign and domestic matters. 

The Eisenhower Administration is 
severely condemned for various alleged 
failures in the international field, re. 
sulting in an impairment of American 


prestige: but when the critical words 
are pared away it is reassuring to note 
that there is no dissent here from the 
fundamental principles of the biparti- 
san foreign policy which has guided the 
United States for the last decade: strong 
alliances with our friends, continued 
support for the efforts of these friends 
to defend themselves and improve their 
lot, no semblance of a retreat toward 
isolation. 

A similar declaration on these same 
essential points may confidently be ex- 
pected from the Republicans next 
week af San Francisco; and while there 


will arise inevitable differences of opin- | 


ion over emphasis and means of im- 
plementation, our allies will have good 
reason for reassurance that the main 
principles of American foreign policy 
stand unchallenged. 

For the rest, we welcome the ability 
of the Democratic platform-framers to 
resist the temptation to go hell-bent for 
“the farm vote” by pledging support 
of the fantastic “Brannan plan” and to 
settle instead for something vague 
enough to give them, if returned to 
power, at least some freedom of action. 

We welcome the pledge of support 
for statehood for Hawaii and Alaska, 
and hope that the Southern Democratic 
Senators who have long helped to block 
the admission of Hawaii will take note 
of this commitment. 

The inclusion of a plank pledging the 
party “unequivocally” to outright re- 
peal of the Taft-Hartley Act is an obvi- 
ous bid for trade-union votes; it is also 
an anachronis&i, considering the fact 
that a Democratic Administration on 
various occasions used the Taft-Tartley 
Act to good advantage, and that the 
realistic question now is not repeal of 
the law but its improvement. 

We note finally, a somewhat remark- 
able passage in which the Democratic 
party, historically the party of free 
trade and the sponsor of reciprocal 
trade agreement pacts, how pledges it- 
self to “reverse and remedy” the trend 
of the Eisenhower Administration 
toward permitting too many “substand- 
ard” imports to enter the United States. 

Shade of Cordell Hull! And what 
now of the oft-spoken Democratic ar- 
gument that if we wish to sell abroad 
we must buy abroad, and that “trade 
not aid” is the best reliance for our 
democratic allies? 

Except for this last point, there is 
little that is surprising in the Demo- 
cratic platform, and not much to arouse 
contention.

A Lesson for the Critics 
THE GREAT RIMBAUD FORGERY. by Bruce Merris 
sette. (Washington University Studies, 333 pes., &.) 

Early in 1949 two French actors, 
Nicholas Bataille and Mme. Akakia- 
Viala, piqued by a bad reception of 
their performance in a dramatized poem, 
took an unusual vengeance on their 
critics to prove they had not “betrayed” 
the author of their drama. They forged 
an ingenious imitation of that author 
and gave it the title of one of his long 
lost works. When soon afterwards a 
reputable French publisher issued it as 
the genuine work, the incident caused 
a scandal which rocked the European 
literary world, strained critics’ reputa- 
tions and, as Jean (of-all-arts) Coc. 
teau wrote, made 
everyone in Paris 
stop talking politics 
to “fidget” over a 
new controversy, 

Center of the de- 
bate was a prose 
poem in five parts 
entitled “La Chasse 
Spirituelle’ ( The 
Spiritual Hunt). 
The alleged author: 
Arthur Rimbaud 
(1854-1891), a re- 
markable adventur- 
er who in appear- 
ance and precocity 
| was ai kind of 
Mickey Rooney of French letters. 

“La Chasse” was supposedly written 
at the height of his early powers and 
its discovery was a major literary event. 
In this impressive study Bruce Morris- 
sette, Washington University professor 
of romance languages, gives a blow-by- 
blow account of “the Rimbaud battle,” 
as the press called the affair. 

For several weeks after its publica- 
tion, Morrissette relates, the forgery was 
the subject of daily commentary “usual- 
ly associated with the progress of a 
military battle, a plague, or other holo- 
caust.” His opening chapters describe 
imitations or forgeries of Rimbaud from 
the 1880s to our time, including recent 
“discoveries” of Rimbaud works in at- 
tics and haylofts. He delves into the 
history of “La Chasse” as a missing 
work and holds slight hope for its even- 
tual recovery.

F you are healthy, you will not be interested in a cam- 
Joaien against disease. Only the sick, or those who have 

sickness in the family, are alert to the dangers of various 
ilnesses. For example, if you have had a coronary attack I 

; doubt that you would put 

down an informative ar- 
ticle on that subject. It is 
not so much a question of 
curiosity as of self-preser- 
vation. 

If your granddaughter 
has cerebral palsy you will 
be more interested in this 
relatively infrequent con- 
dition than in rheumatic 
heart disease. And like- 
wise with cancer, diabetes 
or any other disease that 
may plague us human 
beings. 

Allergy is not an exception. Those who suffer from it— 
or have it in their family, are intensely interested in it. 
Others, perhaps, think that allergy is being assigned a posi- 
tion of importance it doesn’t deserve. Nevertheless, more 
and more are becoming aware that allergy (in all of its 
Dhases) is a major health problem.

I HAVE BEEN reading a pamphlet sent me by the 
American Foundation for Allergic Diseases. These facts 
from the pamphlet should interest those of you who have 
had direct or indirect experience with allergy. 

“Asthma—hay fever—eczema and other allergic dis- 
eases are bringing pain and suffering to growing numbers 
of Americans. They already seriously afflict 17,000,000 
Americans. The allergies spare none. They strike at the 
mature and the aged, men and women, young people and 
little children. They can disfigure, disable, cripple or totally 
incapacitate. They affect livelihood, careers, education and 
happiness. 

“For business and industry, the loss annually from 
occupational skin diseases is over $100,000,000. From hay 
fever and asthma 25,000,000 working days are lost each 
year, Allergies limit the use of life-saving antibiotic drugs 
and restrict the use of new chemical products. Allergies 
are medical and scientific mysteries which must be solved! 
The fundamental causes of allergic diseases are unknown. 
Only through scientific research, the powerful tool that

I think it is suffice to say that at no other time in man’s 
progress has so much concerted effort been made, as now, to 
overcome disease.

Gent frightfully sick who has to do without penicillin 
cause he is allergic to it. Let us recognize allergy for the 
powerful enemy it is. Only in this way will we ever over-

He Danced His Way to Hollywood 


But When Fred Astaire Got There 
He Wanted to Get Off of His Feet 
And Try Hand at Dramatic Acting

HOLLYWOOD. 
HEN Fre! Astaire arrived 
in Hollywood for his first 
starring role, in “Flying 
Down To Rio,” he was already 
the toast of Broadway and 
London and one of the great 
dancing stars of the century. 


“But I was determined to be 
a dramatic actor rather than 
remain a dancer,” Fred told 
me at Paramount. “And with 
this in mind, I called on the 
producer and said: ‘Now listen. 
All I’ve been doing for the past 
20 years is dancing, dancing, 
dancing. From now on... .’” 

“Sit down, Fred,” interrupted 
the -_producer. “Take a load 
off those overworked feet. You 
must be terribly tired!” 

Twenty-six song-and-dance 
musicals later, Fred finds him- 
self before the cameras dancing 
and singing in “Funny Face,” 
with Audrey Hepburn. Next 
he'll do “Silk Stockings” with 
Cyd Charisse; “Poppo’s Deli- 
cate Condition,” with some 
dancing of course; and then 
perhaps another tune show with 
Bing Crosby. “I keep trying 
to retire, but. . .” Fred, who, 
when only 5, started in vaude- 
ville teamed with sister Adele, 
shrugged helplessly. ‘‘Let’s just 
say I love hard work,” he con- 
cluded 

Astaire is alsO a composer 
and a long-time member of the 
American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers. Some 
of his songs have landed on 
the Hit Parade. “And now I 
have branched out into the re- 
cording business—just for the 
fun of it.” 

Since the death of his wife, 
Phyllis, a year and a half ago 
after more than 20 years of 
happiness, Fred has devoted 
himself to his children. Fred 
Jr.. 17, accompanied him to 
France when the “Funny Face” 
company moved abroad for 
street-Scene dance sequences in 
Paris. The two Freds, 13-year- 
old Ava and Astaire's mother 


live in a big Beverly Hills 
home. 

But to- get back to his 
dancing. When Roland Petit, 
the celebrated ballet star and 
choreographer was asked to 
name the world’s greatest liv- 
ing dancer, ne replied, “Oh 
that’s simple, Fred Astaire is 
the greatest of them all.” When 
asked to name a second choice 
“There isn't on Petit re- 
plied. “Nobody can approach 
Astaire.” 


A lot of people think Fred 
is older than he really is be- 
cause he’s been around so long. 
When you start hoofing at five 
you're a veteran at 15 — and 
Fred long ago reached his 
majority! Yet the mah is abso- 
lutely ageless. He hasn't 
changed too much since the 
drizzly afternoon 10 years ago 
when he completed the final 
dance sequence “Blue 
Skies,” took me by the arm 
and led me to his dressing 
room where he poured a drink 
for both of us and one for his 
press representative. 

“I'm retiring,” he stated with

There are, however, several 
useful devices by which experi- 
enced players can “read” the 
distribution of the suits around 
the table and even determine 
the locations of many specific 
cards. The most useful of all qf 
these is the rule of 11. ; 
My mail clearly shows that a 
great many players, including 
some well beyond the novice 
stage, are still baffled by this 
device. There is no good reason 
why this should be so. Actually 
it is quite simple and its advan- 
tages are available, with very 
little study, to the beginner as 
well as the experienced player. 
Here is how it works. When 
your partner leads a card which 
is the fourth highest in his suit 
(fourth highest is the accepted 
lead from a broken suit of four 
or more cards), then you deduct 
the number of the .card led 
from 11. 
The remainder represents the 
number of cards higher than 
the card led—which are in the 


hands of the other three 
players.

works, Let’s see what Mr. Mas- 
ters learned from his partner's 
lead of the trey of hearts. 
Three from 11 leaves eight. So 
there were eight hearts higher 
than the trey, outside of Mr. 
Meek’s hand. Mr. Masters saw 
four of these in his own hand 
and dufmmy. Therefore, Mr. 
Dale held four hearts higher 
than the tref. 

There was the additional in- 
diction that at least two of Mr. 
Dale’s hearts were honor ecards, 
because otherwise Mr. Meek 
would have had a sequence of’ 
honors (K Q 10 or Q J 9, ete.) 
in which case his proper lead 
would have been the top of the 
honor sequence and the 
fourth highest card of the suit. 

On this reasoning Mr. Mas- 
ters could see there was little 
hope of defeating the contract 
by continuing hearts. So he 
won with the ace and shifted to 
the queen of diamonds, trap- 
ping Mr. Dale’s king and beat- 
ing the contract one trick. 

If he had thoughtlessly re- 
turned the deuce of hearts at 
trick two, Mr. Dale could have 
won with the king and rattled 
off eight more tricks in spades 
and clubs.

Roman Forum. There I saw 
pillars and other remains of 
various buildings. 

The Forum started out as an 
open space where farmers and 
others gathered to trade. It 
was a market place. Later 
came the custom of using the 
Forum for public speeches. 
Men with special ideas about 
politics- told their views, and 
were cheered or shouted down. 

Temples were built around 
the Forum, and in one of these 
special honor was given to 
June Moneta. In that temple 
many Roman coins were mint- 
ed. Our word “money” came 
from the “Moneta” part of the 
name of the goddess. 


When Julius Caesar became 
‘dictator of Rome, the common 
‘people lost control of public 
affairs. After Caesar, a line 
of emperors ruled. The old 
Roman Republic was lost.

SEVERAL EMPERORS or- 
dered good-sized areas to be 
set aside as forums. One of 
these was larger than the orig- 
inal Roman Forum. 

Did the new forums mean 
that the people had gained back 
‘their power? Far from it. 
Some persons spoke of the 


largest forum as “bigger and 
better,” but it meant nothing 
in the way of control by the 
people. The emperors continued 
to keep the power in their 
hands.
